Born at Hollerich in Luxembourg, in 1845, Gabriel Lippmann entered 


the Ecole Normale Supérieure in 1868.. He had a distinguished scholastic

He was | 
appointed Professor at the Sorbonne in 1883, and three years later was | 
elected a member of the Academy of Sciences of which he became —
